2,"lines 1-21) the 
invention is a process for identifying programming conflicts when programming a print job (before scanning or printing) on 
an image processing system having a document scanner for scanning image bearing documents and converting the 
document images to image signals. Barrett discloses that the display screen displays job programming selections and 
instructions comprising: identifying the orientation of the document to be scanned (not being scanned yet) for the job;

image being programmed; programming instructions for changing the orientation (refreshes the image every time the user 
changes the parameters) of the image on the print media to show the change in the print image orientation. 
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
